Men Confer

~Employment managers from
the Douglas Aircraft Co. met
with Harbor Junior College ad-
ministrators last week to dis
cuss the employment opportun-
ities in aircraft and other me-
tal industries for persons train-
ed in the general field of in-
dustrial tool design, it was
announced by Raymond J. Ca.
sey, director of the college.

Present at the meeting were:
Lynn Morris, employment man-
ager of the Torrance Douglas
plant; Paul White, employment
manager of the El Segundo
plant; and Laurel B. Baker,
chairman of the construction
technology division, and Wil-
liam N. Kepley Jr, dean of
curriculum and  instruction
from the college.

During the meeting, the group
agreed that the graduates of
the present construction tech-
nology curriculum are quali-
fied applicants for beginning
position in tool design. It was
decided, however, that a new
curriculum in tool design gear-
ed to train students for tool
design positions should be es-
tablished according to recom-
mendations which would be
made by an advisory commit-
tee of lay experts from the
various industries which em-
ploy tool designers.

Individual courses currently
being offered in the construc-
tion technology division at Har-
bor Junior College which the
Douglas representatives believ-
ed contribute to good basic
training for persons seeking
employment in tool design po-
sitions included blueprint read-
ing, general engineering draft-
ing, descriptive geometry, tool

design, industrial drawing,
strength of materials, archi-
tectural problems, and all

mathematic courses (plane geo-
metry, college algebra, college
trigonometry, general college
mathematics and slide rule).
